This season’s western wheat crop, 
as the reports and statements in the 
news columns are showing ‘very 
clearly, is in a position which makes 
it a subject of the greatest interest 
—if not concern—to the Prairie 
Provinces, and to the country at 
large as well. 

With an estimated crop of some 
266,000,000 bushels—about half the 
quantity threshed last year—we have 
a condition where the presidents of 
the two railway systems are issuing 
orders to accept only limited quanti- 
ties of wheat as freight. Storage 
spece at Montreal, Fort William, and 
other cities where wheat can be 
stored in very large quantities, is said 
to be practically all taken up, and 
there is little or no room for any 
more, 

Various reasons are given for this 
plugging of the terminal elevators. 
The smaller amount of wheat to be 
harvested made it easier to handle, 
and the excellent weather enabled the 
threshing to be done in record time. 
The grain, therefore, began its east- 
ward movement very early this year 
and went forward with a continuous 
dense flow, resulting in the early fill- 
ing up of the terminals, which still 
contained large quantities of last 
year’s wheat

law to market through the pool. At 
present 55 per cent. of Saskatchewan 
wheat is pooled wheat. It is not pro- 
posed to coerce the 45 per cent. of 
non-members. Originally the plan 
was to have the legislation passed 
when three-quarters of the farmers 
had joined. Now two-thirds is men- 
tioned. Mr, Sapiro speaks of 65 per 
cent. On this point there is disagree- 
ment. The main point is that the 100 
per centers would compel a minority 
to come in and support the pool. 
Farmers forced in by legislation, it 
is proposed, should get the same re- 
turns as contract signers but have 
no hand in governing the pool. The 
coercive statute, the plan provides, 
should apply only during the period 
of existing contracts, and its renewal 
should depend on the pool’s success 
in securing voluntary support, from 
65 per cent., 75 per cent, or some 
other proportion of the farmers, at 
the end of that time, 

The argument in favor of 
scheme is easy to follow. The pool 
it is said, has preved its merits by 
a five-year test. It saves the far- 
mers money on handling ard trans- 
portation; secures for them a prem- 
jum on wheat of special milling value; 
evens out fluctuations in the grain 
market and assures to all its mem- 
bers the average scason's price; and 
perhaps even raises this average 
since it controls a fair percentage of 
the world exportable surplus, The 
pool has done all these things, it is 
argued, with the suport of 55 per cent 
of the farmers. It could be much 
more effective with the support of 100 


already well understood,

per cent. It is therefore in the in- 
terest of the farm community as a 
whole that non-poolers should be 


forced to co-operate, ‘Their holding 
out handicaps the pool and makes it 
impossible to eliminate speculation. 
They share the benefits secured by 
the pool without bearing any of the 
burden. Their selfish interest must be 
subordinated to the general welfare. 
That, in brief, is the argument for 
the 100 per cent, pool, 

It is persuasive because people are 
accustomed to the idea that the 
majority must prevail, That is the 
basis of democratic government, Still, 
it is admitted that there are limits to 
the power of numbers, Not even a 
90 per cent. majority, it is conceded, 
could rightfully compel an unwilling | 
minority to go to church, get married. | 
or eat spinach, 


problems. Broadly speaking, 
rule is that compu'sion is justified 
when the action of the minority in- 
jnres the state. What the 
cent, campaigners have to prove is 
that non-poolers injure Saskatchewan 
by not joining. 

The size of the minority may be a 
detail but it is an important one. 
Nine out of every 20 farmers are 
outside the pool now. This 45 per 
cent, is large enough to be an im- 
portant factor in the grain trade. 
The advocates of compulsion recog- 
nize that it is too large a minority 
to be coerced, Otherwise they would 
ask for legislation immediately, ver | —== 
realize, quite correctly, that an over- 
whelming majority is required to 
justify interference with the farmer's 
private right to sell his product when 
and where he pleases, History is 
full of legislation which failed be- 
cause it never had the support of an 
overwhelming majority. Any ex- 
treme restriction of private liberty 
needs almost unanimous support to 
be a success,
